Washington, Aug. 21.—That an 
international discussion of high- 
way problems and policies of the 
countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere will be of great economic 
value and contribute materially to 
“further cementing the friendly 
and helpful relations that exist 
between the countries of the two 
Americas,” was the belief ex- 
pressed by President Hoover in a 
letter read to the delegates of the 
Second Pan-American Congress of 
Highways, which has opened at 
Rio de Janeiro. 

The letter was read by J. Walter 
Drake, chairman of the United 
States delegation, and formerly 
assistant secretary of commerce 
while President Hoover was chief of 
that department. 

The present congress will be in 
session two weeks and is being at- 
tended by delegates from virtually 
all Latin-American countries. The 
first congress which was also at- 
tended by a large number of dele- 
ay took place in Buenos Aires in 

25. 


“The four years 
passed since the initial Congress at 
Buenos Aires,” the President fur- 
ther said in his letter, “have seen 


much progress made in the direc- | 


tion of improved highway transpor- 
tation in all the countries of the 
New World and it is gratifying wo 
know that the work of that Con- 
re and thereafter the efforts of 
he Pan-American Confederation 
for Highway Education have con- 
tributed materially to this result.”

Connecticat Law | 
Requires Trucks 
To Have Reflectors 


Hartford, Conn., Aug. 21.—Un- 
er the new state law, effective 
September 1, motor trucks will 
have to be equipped with reflec- 
tors. It is said that the new law 
is the outcome of the growing list 
of fatal accidents caused by rear 
end crashes due to dim, dirty, 
obscure lights or to lights being 
out on trucks. 

Several types of reflectors have 


| been approved by the commissioner 


of motor vehicles and there is now 
in progress a lively demand for this 
equipment. According to the auto- 
motive division of L. L. Ensworth & 
Son, automotive accessory who!le- 
salers, there is a steady demand for 
the three types it carries in stock 
which list from $1.50 to $3.50. 
Section 21 of the act empowers 
the commissioner of motor vehicles 
to require owners of any truck 
more than six feet in width to 
carry such lights or reflectors as 
he shall direct for the purpose of 
showing the width of the vehicle. 


This means that a truck would | 


be required to have two reflectors 
front and rear to show the width 
of the vehicle. Section 21 is under 
fire at this time, and the attorney 
general has been requested to sub- 
mit a ruling in the matter.

Hollister Outlines 
Merit Rating Plan 
‘Used in Connecticut 


By L. T. HOLLISTER 

CONNECTICUT, the pioneer in 
’ the field of safety responsibility 
laws as applied to the motorist 
and his liability and property 
damage insurance, now comes out 
with what promises to be one of 
the most eminently satisfactory 
and fair “merit rating” systems 
thus far devised. 
| Dating from July 1, Connecticut 
} automobile owners have been di- 
| vided into five classes, according to 
their records for safe or 
| driving. Each of these classes has 
accompanying rate schedules for 
its automobile public liability and 


| property damage insurance. 


The standard rate scale will be 
charged persons who have driven 
less than two years and have not 
been required by the state Motor 
Vehicle Department to furnish evi- 
dence of financial responsibility. 

Where an automobile owner has 
operated a car for two years with- 
out accident, he is entitled to the 10 
per cent. premium reduction on pub- 
lic liability and property damage 
insurance. This merit rating sys- 
tem was adopted by virtually all 
of the companies in March of this 
year. 

All other automobile owners who, 
according to state motor vehicle rec- 
ords, have been involved in acci- 
dents or have been convicted of 
major violations of the motor ve- 
hicle laws requiring proof of finan- 
cial responsibility, are classified by 
the

The partially constructed largest 
airship dock in the world, the par- 
tially constructed navy dirigibles 
and some demonstration flights of 
non-rigid airships will be seen at 
the Goodyear plant at Akron, O., 
by the engineers on Tuesday after- 
noon. The recent flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin has brought to the front 
the importance of lighter-than-air 
craft, and the work of the Good- 
year-Zeppelin Corporation sur- 
passes in size anything ever at- 
tempted in this type of construc- 
tion. 

The spinning test and scores of 
other technical questions concern- 
ing the development of airplanes 
along sound, well-established lines 
will be considered by the manu- 
facturers during the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce meetings 
and in joint conference with De- 
partment of Commerce officials. 

The recommendations drawn up 
by the manufacturers during their 
preliminary meetings wil) be sub- 
mitted to officials of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, September 2, at 
a joint meeting of the Department 
of Commerce and the Aeronautica! 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The joint meeting will be the first 
held under the new code of pro- 
cedure drawn up by the manutac- 
turers through the Aeronautical! 
Chamber of Commerce and ap- 
proved in principle by Major Clar- 
ence M. Young, director of the aero- 
nautics branch of the Department 
of Commerce. The code was drawn 
up when the manufacturers con- 
sidered it highly important that 
regulations governing aircraft be 
placed in force upon specified dates 
to enable them to plan new models 
and design in conformance with the 
latest requirements of the govern- 
ment. 

The new code provides that, “in 
so far as it 1s consistent with the 
rapid progress in design, develop- 
ment and production, any changes 
in the airworthiness requirements 
be issued but once a year, and on 
a definite date, preferably January 
ae It further provides that the 
requirements be issued in a pre- 
liminary form for study and discus- 

Sion at a joint meeting of the De- 
partment of Commerce and the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
in September of each year. 

Changes in the present require- 
ments which the manufacturers and 
government officials agree should 
be made will be considered at the 
meeting September 2, and after 
further study will be placed in ef- 
fect January 1. 

The code provides that when a 
controversy arises between the De- 
| partment of Commerce and an in- 
dividual aircraft manufacturer con- 
cerning the grant of an approved 
ty certificate the matter will be 
submitted to a special committee of 
the Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce, which will meet with a com- 
mittee appointed to represent the 
Department of Commerce. 

The conclusions reached by the 
committees will be used to assist 
the government in a satisfactory 
and constructive disposition of the 
case in question. Possible addi- 
tions or changes in the form of 
the new code of procedure also 
will be discussed at the Cleveland 
meetings. 

Other industrial meetings of the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
to be held concurrently with the 
airplane manufacturers’ conference 
are aircraft engine manufacturers’ 
section, accessory and materials 
section, flying school committee, 
fuel and lubricants section, distrib- 
utors and giealers section and the 
finance-insurance section.

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Getting a Shop Service Into Production 


How Lewis Laid Out 
Mechanical Dept. and 
Equipment He Used 


T IS doubtful if any question is 

of more interest to jobbers right 
now. than is the one which has to 
do with mechanical departments. 
During the last year an astonish- 
ing number of both general line 
and parts jobbers have installed 
such departments and the desire 
for facts and information on ar- 
rangements, equipment and oper- 
ation is universal. 

As has been previously pointed out 

on this page, the reasons for the 
establishments of such shops are 
many. Competitive conditions doubt- 
less have a lot to do with it, but 
behind all that is the sincere desire 
to serve—and to make a profit while 
doing so. 
_It is already pretty well estab- 
kished as a result of the experience 
of those who have been experiment- 
ing. that a mechanical service very 
definitely increases the sale of parts 
for the house. The extent of the 
increase depends on how aggressive- 
ly the service is merchandised to 
potential users. 

An advantage at least is im- 
portant, is that a shop helps to 
liquidate stocks and permits op- 
eration with a considerably les- 
sened investment in inventory. 
The fact that equipment may be 
demonstrated in actual use goes a 
long way to break down sales re- 
sistance. 

The jobber’s shop is established 
for this purpose—to serve his trade, 
not the car owner. Thus the job- 
ber who operates his shop in the 
ethical manner is never placed in 
the embarrassing position that fo- 
lows direct competition with those 
who look upon him as a source of 


supply for parts, tools and equip- 
ment. | 
Not much space is required for 


a mechanical department that can | 


be made very profitable, nor is the 
investment in equipment necessa- 
rily high. In the case of the Lewis 
Automotive Equipment Company, 
Worcester. Mass., what may be con- 


sidered almost as a model shop is 
included in a space twenty feet! 
square. The investment = runs 


around $3,000. which is perhaps a 
little higher than 
cause this one is equipped to per- 
form a few more operations than 
the average. 

Lewis was fortunate with his lo- 
cation, for he found he could put 
the whole works on the ground floor 
right behind a plate glass window 
which reveals all the equipment and 
the men at work to the passerby, 


and particularly to those who come 


in to buy over the counter. 
The entrance is more 
hidden, there being none

The physical arrangement was 
decided on by Lewis only after 
careful consideration and investi- 
gation. 


As a starter, the available space 


was plotted out on the floor and | 


tentative space for the various 


pieces of equipment was assigned, | 


paper patterns peing used for the 
purpose. 

After c#nsiderable shifting of 
the patterns, an arrangement was 
settled upon which provided 
plenty of working room for each 
tool and at the same time allowed 
an economical placing of the over- 
head shaft hangers for power 
drive to those tools which needed 

wer. 

Thereafter it was a simple matter 
to move the various tools into the 
space assigned to them, to fasten 
them secureW, to run the necessary 
belting and to get into production. 

Various benches are made of lum- 
ber bought locally and mounted on 
stock steel legs. Tool cabinets 
shelves, drawers, etc., are a 
fixtures such as are found in almost 
any jobber’s catalog. 

There are certain pieces of 
equipment which may be regard- 
ed almost as standard equipment 
for shops of this kind. These in- 
clude a cylinder refinishing ma- 
chine, a piston grinder, a press, 
valve-refacing equipment, power 
reamer, rod aligner, brake-lining 
tools and the necessary comple- 
ment of vises and small tools.
